Give us bread, give us bread! the 


) peasants cry as bodies of them invade 


the landowners’s fields and carry off 
rye. But nearly starving, as they are, 
the peesants do not rob the geld of 


other grain.

‘The Associated Press representative 
suggested that the general opinion 
prevailed that the Japanese terms 
would be moderate. 

“I cannot see where people get such 
an idea,” replied the Minister, “the 
public must take the Japanese fcr 
angels.” 

Minister Hayashi intimated that 
Japan was ready to continue the war 
unless she secured suitable terms. 
He called attention to the fact that 
practically the entire sum realized by 
the last two loans was unexpended. 

Baron Hayashi said the capture of 
the Island of Sakhalin was not af- 
fected by the conference, but was the 
natural sequence of the Japanese cam- 
paign, the plans for which had not 
been altered since Russia acceded to a 
conference. An earlier attack on the 
island was not undertaken principally 
because of the severe winter and be- 
cause the summer season was more 
preferable for campaigning and the 
establishment of a new government in 
the island.

Sea Gate, Manhattan and other avail- 
able beaches, probably half a million

At this writing (midnight) the ther- 
mometer stands at 85 degs.. with 


greater humidity than at any time ia 


the past twenty-four hours. Should 
this humidity increase, tomorrow's 
death list will be large. Thousands 
are in no condition to escape after the 
weakening effect of the past ten days. 

The weather bureau promises nor. 
lief before tomorrow night. The heat 
wave has settled over the entire East. 
Today was the hottest for July ever 
recorded in Greater New York. At 3 


o'clock Tuesday morning, the ther- 


mometer stood at 84 degs., and stead- 
lly rose until 104 was recorded at 
Herald Square at 3 o'clock this after- 
noon. At 6 o'clock it had fallen to 9°, 
and then gradually declined to $7 
degs., at midnight. | 

Hundreds of horses have fallen in 
the streets and a repetition of the hor- 
rors of 1991 are threatened. Through- 
out the city, fire hose has been kept 
going all day drenching teams as they 
passed by, as a relief from the terrible 
heat. In the midst of it all, helpers 
on ice wagons took advantage of the 
conditions to strike for higher pay. 
They declare that, with daylight, the 
drivers will go out if the demands are 
not complied with. 

Suffering in the tenement districts 
is pitiful to behold. The streets are 
filled with half-naked adults, and 
naked children. Every roof and firs 
escape has its quota of gasping poor. 

HOTTEST DAY OF SUMMER.

AND CHILDREN. 


PRINCIPAL TOPICS DISCUSSED AT 
CHARITIES CONFERENCE. 
— 

Experts Give ideas of Best Means 
to Train or Reform Tendencies of 
Youth—Dr. Walter Lindley of Los 
Angeles Says State Should Foster 

Home and Home Spirit.

PORTLAND (Or.) July 18.—At the 
general session today of the National 
Conference of Charities and Correc- 
tions, “Defectives’ and “Children” 
were the principal topics discussed. As 
yesterday each paper or report was 
discussed from every standpoint, the 
delegates taking so active an interest 
as to make the discussions general in 
character rather than confined to the 
few set speeches of the day. 


The topic “Defertives” was in- 
troduced by Dr. H. A. Tomlinson of 
St. Peter, Minn., chairman of the 


Committee on Defectives. He discussed 
at length the importance of investigat- 
ing the physica! conditions of defectives 
as a basis for their rational care and 
treatment. The discussion of this 
topic was led by C. C. Krauskop of 
Maywood, III. 

Dr. Hastings Hart of Chi Super- 
intendent of the Illinois Children’s 
Home and Aid Society, read a paper on 
“The Juvenile Reformatory of the 
Twentieth Century.” 

A Plea for E#@thetic Surroundings” 
was the subject of the ress by 
George Vaux. Jr. director of the Phil- 
adelphia House of Refu’e. 

Mr. Vaux said: “We declaim against 
the squalor and barrenness of child 
life in the congested districts of our 
great cities. But do we use our influ- 
enc to have public buildings and 
schoolhouses and institutions of beau- 
tiful architectural] proportions? As a 
rule, no building costs less solely be- 
cause it is ugly. Beauty does not add 
to expense. I am not referring to 
mere ornamentation, but to the essen- 
tials. And to have lines well propor- 
tioned, curves graceful and colors har- 
nomious, does not make a ~»building 
caatly, either in money or in ultimate 
usefulness.” 

CONVALESCENT INSANE. 

At the sectional meeting which had 
under consideration the subject of de- 
fectives, Dr. Richard Dewey of Wau- 
watose, Wis., delivered an address on 
“After Care of the ,Convalescent In- 

ne 


sane. 

“Children-saving Agencies of the Pa- 
cific States—Some Local Needs,” was 
the subject of an address introduced 
by W. T. Gardner, superintendent of 
the Boys’ and Girls’ Aid Society of 
Oregon, before the Children section. 

Mr. Gardner said: “Our greatest 
need now is a State board of charities 
and corrections, with full power to in- 
spect and make suggestions for the bet- 
terment of our State and charitabie in- 
stitutions and to control the issuing of 
charters to all new charitable corpora- 
tions. With this law in force, many 
evils would be corrected. I do not 
know of any law that is more necessary 
to the work of caring for dependent 
and delinquent children than the com- 
pulsory education act. With a good 
compulsory education law, the child- 
labor question will take care of itself. 
But when vacation comes, I must say I 
would rather see a law enacted com- 
pelling children to work; for, in my ex- 
perience, idleness is a prime factor in 
the generation of delinquency, and hon- 
est employment, no matter if it is at- 
tended with some danger—as factory 
work—is much better than idleness for 
the well-being of the child.“ 

Dr. Walter Lindley of Los Angeles, 
president of the Whittier State School 
of California, followed with a paper on 
“The Evils of Inetitutional Childhood.” 

Dr. Lindley said, in part: “The best 
the State can do to help the children is 
to foster the home and the home spirit. 
There mould be organized assistance 
provided for indigent widows left with 
children, by cash allowance, if neces- 
sary, so that they could keep their chil- 
Gren at home while small and helpless.” 

Dr. Lindley showed how California 
and New York were far behind many 
other States in their effort to place chil. 
dren in homes. 

The work of this section concluded 
with the address of Mar T. Davies, 
Chief State Factory Inepector of (hi- 
eago. Mr. Davies's subject was “Neces- 
sity for Further Preventive and Pro- 
tective Child Labor Laws.” 

CRIMINALITY IN BOYS. 


At the evening Dr. C. PD. 
mes. superintendent of the New York 
Juvenile Asylum, redd the report of 
the Committee on Children, Dr. Hilles 
gaid: 

“In order to breed out the congenital 
or acquired criminality of the boys, 
we must first breed out the hereditary 
traits of the institutions. The last ven- 
tige of the jal] disappears when the 
congregate type gives way to the cot- 
tage-home type. The segregate type 
is now no longer a splendid novelty. 
Proad acres have replaced high walls. 
New elements have entered, many 
things are taught. When indifference 
or incapacity or ignorance dominate, 
th results are disappointing. The 
ehiidren who are learned in the cru! 
knowledge of the street come to as 
with life's unfoldings. We must turn 
the friendly side of our nature tewar! 
them. Wholesome food, habits of reg- 
vlarity, trades ‘nstructiors are all good. 
but in order that a symmetrical man 
may be develeped the foul must be 
nourished. To be kept from evi’ is a 
negative ufiuence. It is a palliative. 
There will probably not be a permanen: 
eure unless there are positive mors! 
influences. We musi feel a rea! friend- 
ship for those who are meking th» 
long, wnequal figh'. larger weeful- 
ness and hopefulnces i« expressed hy 
example and comes with persona! in- 
fuence end con pantonehin.”

DEEP DROP TO DEATH. 


Daring Daniel Malony Makes Last 
Ascension in Prof. Monigomery's 
Aeroplane—-“Machine Becomes Un- 
manageable and He is Killed. 


[BY THE ASSOCIATED 


AN JOSE, July 18.—With women 
fainting and men sobbing. brave 
and, popular Daniel Maloney, who 
had made numerous public ascensions 
with Prof. Montgomery's famous aero- 
plane, fen 3000 feet to his death at 
Santa Clara this morning. 
Prof. Montgomery had announced an 
ascension this morning trom the 


grounds of Santa Clara College in hon- | dental 


or of the League of the Cross cadets, 
who are holding their annual encamp- 
ment in that town. The announcement 
attracted probably 2000 people, who 
shortly after 10 o'clock watthed with 
absorbing interest the airy machine as 
it shot up from the college garden, 
attached to a huge balloon, and with 
Maloney firmly seated in his usual po- 
sition. | 

At the height of 4000 feet, Maloney 
cut loose and began maneuvering the | 
aeroplane. He circled gracefully about | 
for some minutes, having the machine | 
apparently under perfect control. Then 
he essayed a deep dip. Suddenly, the 
machine swerved, hesitated, and then 
turned completely over. 

It righted tset, sank a considerable 
distance, and turned over again. Ma- 
loney was clinging desperately to his 
seat, and evidently endeavoring to gain 
his control. But all his efforts were 
vain. Again the aeroplane turned in 
the air, and this time the wings came 
together and the man and machine 
plunged straight downward, while the 
horrified spectators gazed heipiessly 
upward. 

SHRIEKS AND GROANS. 

For a distance of probably a thousand 
feet the aeronaut fell, still clinging to 
the machine. Both alighted in the rear 
of the tannery. 

Amid shrieks and many of 
the spectators rush to the scene, 
while the others turned away, weeping. 
A mumber of cadets first reached the 
unconscious man, and, picking him up. 
they conveyed him to the college hos- 
pital. His head was fractured and blood 
was flowing from his ears and mouth. 
He expired within a short time.

This is the seventh accident that has 
occurred to the aeroplane during the | 
past few months, but those that have 
previously occured were before the an- 
censions, which were postponed on ac- 
count of them. 

It is believed by those who are fa- 
miliar with the machine, that a rbpe 
caught over one of the wings, making 
the aeroplane unmanageable. In the 
tangle, the wing doubtless was broken, 
and the aeronaut thus rendered heip- 


less. 

Prof. Bell of the college was the first 
to observe that something was wrong 
with the machine. As Maloney began 
to fall, Prof. Bell, realizing that death 
must speedily follow, ratsed his hands 
in the air, and solemniy made the sign 
of absolutian. 

MALONEY'S CAREER. 

Maloney was not married, but he has 
a mother, who resides in the Mission, 
San Francisco, and numerous relatives 
also in that section of the city. For a 


— 


long time he’ made balloon ascensions 
in Glen P , Ban Francisco, but for a 
year or 80 past he has had charge of 


Prof. Montgomery's aeroplane, having 
made several successful ascensions. He 
was formerly a member of the League 
of the Cross cadets. He made the aa- 
cension this morning on their account. 
He was highly enthusiastic when start- 
ing, saying that he would make the 
the greatest fight yet attempted. e 
rose higher than ever before. Maloney 
was known as “Prof. Lascelle in his 
chosen profession. His daring was 
demonatrated when he made the first 
ascent in the Montgomery aeroplane, at 
Leonards, in the Santa Crus Mountains. 
placing his confidence on the results of 
experience with models which he had 
watched with great care during a series 
of demonstrations by the inventor. He 
was satisfied that the aeroplane would 
keep its balance, and sustain the weight 
of a man, for it had been proven to 
him that the machine never = turned 
over, but always sailed on an even 
keel. and its sustaining power was in a 
definitely-ascertained ratio to the area 
of the wings. His home was in Santa 
Cruz, and he was about 30 years of age. 
SUIT WITH BALDWIN. 
[RY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A 

SAN FRANCISCO, July 18.—The dis- 
pute between Dr. Montgomery, in- 
ventor of the aeroplane, and Prot. 
Thomas Baldwin, patentee of the Ca- 
fornia Arrow,” is at an end, so far as 
court proceedings are concerned. Prof, 
Baldwin's attorney appeared before 
Police Judge Cabanniss today and 
asked that the criminal libel proceed- 
ings instituted by his client against the 
Santa Clara College scientist,be dis- 
missed. There being no objection, 
Judge Cabanniss directed that the case 
be stricken from his calendar. 

The action against Dr. Monfgomery 
grew out of the publication of a pur- 
ported interview with him in which he 
was quoted as accusing Prof. Baldwin 
of tampering with his aeroplane, and 
assigning professional jealousy as the 
cause for the piece of vandalism. it 
wes admitted by both sides that Dr. 
Montgomery had been misquoted. 

FAILURE AT PORTLAND. 
THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M } 

PORTLAND (Or.) July 18. — The 
sight of the airship “Angelus” float- 
ing over the city this afternoon cre- 
ated a great sensation. Manned by 
Lincoin Beach, the airship ascended 
from the Lewis & Clark Exposition 
grounds, and to all appearances was 
at first under the control of the aé@ro- 
naut., but it soon developed that the 
propeller which pulls the ship for- 
ward was not working at full spee4, 
and, borne by a light northerly wind, 
the Angelus sailed over the city in 


the direction of Oregon City. 

Finding that he was unable to get 
full power from his motor, the aé@ro- 
naut soughi convenient landing 
place. Graduatly, the alrehip le- 
scended over Ross Island, in the Wil- 
lamette, and, as the ship approached 
land, Capt. Beach threw out the grap- 
pling line, bringing the airship to a 
etandetill. Later, the airship was 
towed up the river to a better land 
ing piace. Just what will be done to 


get the ship back to the Aéroirome at

: DOWN UNION DEMANDS, 


An eight-hour day for nine hour 
pav is te scheme which Tim Fennes- 
sey and other jaw-clackers of the Typo- 

teal Union have mapped out for 


of demands and that the managers of 


But Los Angeles employing job print- 
ers have undertaken to say how they 
will conduct their own business. 

At a meeting held yesterday after~ 


discuss the situation, a set of resoju- 
tions was drawn up that expressed the 
general feeling of there men, and to 
this has been placed the signatures of 
many of the most prominem job print- 
ing concerns in Los Angeles. Most 
refreshing is the fact that many of 
the men who sign this document have 
heretofore conducted their places as 
union shops; but they now see the fal- 
lacy of allowing the men who have no 
capital invested in their business, and 
wh have no compunction of cote 
science in breaking contracts by calle 
ing strikes and walkouts, to dictate 
to them just now their 6 shall 
be run. 

After detailing’ present conditions 
these employing printers declare: “We 
wi not grant the demand for an eight- 
hour Jay, but will resist any attempt 
to enforce it in our offices: and we will 
assist and protect each other as far 
as possible in a united movement in 
en a strike is called.” 

The action of the employing printers 
comes as a sequel to the convention 
held by union printers last Sunday, 
and at which they declared that a de- 
mand for an eight-hour day at the 
same schedule of wages as that which 
now obtains would be made on the 
proprietors of Los Angeles print shops, 

The employing printers state their 
case as follows: 

Whereas, the Typographical Union, and 
ather organizations of men employed 

in the printing and allied trouwes, have 
publicly announced their intention te 
replace the present nine-hour day with 
an eight-hour day at the same scale 
of wages; and, 

Whereas, the International Typoth- 
etae, composed of representative em- 
ploying printers thr hout the coun- 
try after careful consideration of these 
demands, has Jeclared the eight-hour 
day to be a burdensome and unjust 
exaction, not warranted by the condi- 
tion of the printing trade. and that 
they wil) unitedly resist such 
deeming the nine-hour day. as at pres- 

tor the services

Whereas, the change to an ht-hour 
day means an investment in additional 


machinery and facilities, besides the in- 
creased cost per hour for labor, so that 
the increased cost of uction ie 
nearly 20 per cent., a we cannot 
at this time demand of our patrons 
th: large Increase in prices; 

Theres, it has been shown by the 
United States Bureau of Statistics, 
that compositors are paid nearly double. 
the wages in the United States over 
that of any foreign country, and that 
the next highest wages are paid 
Great Britain. where the average com- 
pensation is 25 cents less per hour than 
that paid in thie country. and ten 
hours is the prevailing workday; and 
whereas, working under such favorable 
conditions, we feel that the traftsmen 
in this country heve every reason to 
be satisfied with their condition, there- 
fore in view of these facts, be it 

Resolved, that we, the employing 
printers of Los Angeles. pledge our- 
selves that we will not gran. the de- 
mand for an eight-hour day. but will 
resist any attempt to enforce it in our 
offices: that we will assist and pro- 
tect each other as far as possible in 
a united movement in case a strike 
is called. 

We agree further to be represented 
at a meeting of the employing print- 
ers of Los Angeles, to elect an execu- 
tive council, to plan and prepare for 
the aggression of the unions, and 
pledge our hearty codperation with 
such coune when leckte.

PERJURY SUSPECTED IN SUIT 
OVER “EAL ESTATE.

Buyer of Let Says She Paid for it 
and Sellers Swear She Did Not and 
the Court Must Decide Which of the 
Statements is True—Haerd and Ap- 
pleby ve. Mrs. Davis. 


Judge James is confronted with about 
the hardest problem that he has been 
called upon to solve since his eleva- 
tion to the bench. A real estate trans- 
action ig being thrashed out before 
him in which it Is reasonably certain 
that perjury is being committed on 
one side or the other. 

The action is one wherein D. F. 
Hard and L. M. Appleby sold a lot to 
Mrs. Hattie Davis under a contract 
on March 15. The purchage price was 
$350, and of this amoun: $50 was paid 
down and the balance was to be paid 
when title was given. The deed was 
made out, and, according to the state- 
ments of the plaintiffs, was placed on 
record, inasmuch as Mr. Hard knew 
Mrs. Davie and had the utmost confi- 
dence in her and knew she would pay 
the remaining $300. 

But as a matter of fact, the firm de- 
clares that she did not pay, and tin 
bringing suit to recover Mrs. Davis is 
claiming most strenuously that she 
in not called upon to pay any $390, and 
for the simple reason that she did pay 
it when the deed was given to her. In 
this statement she is ing supported 
by her daughter, who testified that she 
was present in the office of the real 
estate firm, and saw her mother pay 
the money over. There were four or 
five bills—ehe didn't notice the amounts 
—and while she was reading the deed 
the money was gathered up dy one 
of the members of the firm, she couldn't 
say which one. 

The statements on either side are d. 
ametrically opposed, one to the other. 
So far Mrs. vis has the best of the 
bargain, for she has title to the prop- 
erty. and one eyewitness to the pay- 
ment of the $300. On the other hand 
the real estate men are equally as pos- 
itive that the $300 never was pald ove-, 
and their statements are also cor- 
rdborated. 

But the testimony is not all in and 
the further hearing of the case will be 
continued this morning. 


PROPERTY IN TANGLE. 

INGERSOLL CLAIMS SHARE. 

Before the will of the late Rosetta 
Ingersoll was declared in the probate 
court to be a valid instrument, the 
contest was waged for weeks.

Many of the 
charges leveled at the husband were of 
a sensational kind, and were put for- 
ward to account for Mrs. Ingersoll 
who was almost a confirmed invalid at 
the time—having abandoned her home 
and husband. 

But when it came to realizing upon 
Mrs. Ingersoll’a estate the administra- 
tor was confronted by a difficulty. The 
widower contended that she had no 
separate estate and that all the prop- 
erty held between them was commu- 
nity property. 

As a result of this stand taken the 
old suit le now before Judge Gibbs in 
order to have the court détermine just 
what property belonged to the de- 
ceased, and what belongs to Mr. In- 
gersoll. The administrator claims that

MARGING LOCAL “GRAFT.” 

The serious charge that there was 
“graft. in the County Board of Kaual- 
ization in connection with the reduc- 
tion of certain assessments is made 
by the yellow Express and the equally 
saffron Record. Public servants and 
prominent captains of industry are 
held up by these sensational sheets 
as having stooped to illegal and cor- 
rupt methods, the former as sellers 
of valuable influence, and the latter 
as purchasers of that influence. In- 
nocently or otherwise, County Asses 
sor Ben K. Ward has lent himeelf to 
the ends of the yellow press. 

In large type and in words that can 
have but one meaning, these publica- 
tiong have made the most serious ac- 
cusation that can be made against 
servants of the people-—that they 
“sold out.” 

By the same token these papers ac- 
cuse some of the leading men of the 
community of seeking and obtaining 
concessions by nefarious means. 

There is no attempt on the part of 
these yellow journals to cloud the in- 
ference that the change in the as- 
sessed valuation of various franchises 
was made for a consideration—that 
someone bought and someone sold in- 
fluence in the equalization of the as- 
sessments. 

This is a grave charge, if true, in- 
volving as it does the honesty and in- 
tegrity of the men who are at the head 
of the different corporations that are 
said to have profited because of 
“graft,” and reflecting most seriously 
upon one or all of the five Supervisors. 
who compose the Board of Equaliza- 
tion. It seems incomprehensible that 
Mr. Ward should join his voice with 
that of the yellow press, unless he 
were certain of a foundation for the 
ery of “graft” that has been raised. 

As a matter of fact, bankers and 
reputable citizens with large interests 
affected by the mode of assessmen: 
promulgated by Assessor Ward ap- 
peared before the Board of Equaliza- 
tion to protest against what they 
deemed to be an unjust valuation of 
their franchises and tangible property. 

These people were given a hearing 
by the board, just as was done with 
persons of humbler means. The board 
weighed the evidence that was pre- 
sented and, according to its wisdom, 
‘made such readjustments of the figc- 
ures submitted by the Assessor as 
seemed just and equitable. 

Without mentioning any names, the 
yellow Express and Record have held 
up to contumely every person con- 
nected with the management and own- 
ership of the large interests that were 
represented before the board as well as 
every member of the body chosen by 
the people to make the adjustment of 
assessments. 

Leading citizens of the community 
have been pilioried before the public 
as Frafters, and members of the 
beard have been held up to contumely 
for giving these persons a fair 
hearing. 

That the members of the Board of 
Equalization did not regard as “graft- 
ers” the men and the interests that 
appeared before them is indicated by 
the consideration that was given to 
their protests. 

That the public will take any but a 
similar view of the situation is incon- 
ceivable, unless the accusations are 
backed up by evidence more substan- 
tial and convincing than that con- 
tained in the black type and scare 
headlines of a yellow press. 


NOTHER AERONAUTIC FAILURE 
Another failure and fatality has 
been added to the numerous attempts 
to navigate the air. Birds dart through 
the invisible ether, or float idly on 
poieed wing, their movements under 
perfect control, and with the expendi- 
ture, apparently, of little effort. But 
man, with all his skill, ingenuity and 
scientific knowledge, has thus far 
failed to produce that nice balancing 
of forces necessary to sustained and 
successful flight by means of artificial 
appliances. 


—those who repeat after each failure, 
“I told you so,” and those, more op- 
timistic, who say, “I believe it will 
yet be accomplished.” Professor 
Montgomery of the Santa Clara Col- 
lege was one of the latter, and set 
about studying the theory of bird 
flight. He watched the gulls at the 
seashore and was fascinated with 
their motions. How they would wheel, 
dart, dive and soar. And he watched 
the eagles as, with widespread, mo- 
tionless wines, they wheeled around 
the mountain tops, indifferent whether 
floating with the breeze, or breasting 
a strong wind. 

Montgomery began a scientific in- 
vestigation of the mechanical problem 
involved in the flight of birds. After 
observing their motions in the air, he 
gathered and cxam:ined many speci- 
mens, noted their specific weight when 
compared with the volume of air they 
displaced, studied the structure, form 
and curves of their wings, and then 
imagined a modification of these com- 

ined parts which would be applicable 
in accomplishing human flight. 

Two things were essential—a suffi- 
clent wing expanse for buoyancy, and 
the necessary power for a forward 
movement. But the wings and the 
engine, and the framework for sup- 
porting them, eveh when made of the 
lightest materia! having the required 
strength, add so much to the man 
to be borne along, that new and ab- 
struse caiculations must be made to 
meet the new conditicns. Montgomery 
had his problem well worked out math- 
ematicaliy, and constructed his ma- 
chine. The practical test showed 
that it would require material modifi- 
cations, but it seemed very promising. 
The changes “indicated would secure 
the result aimed at, without doubt. 
They were made, and another test 
called for stili more changes, and

Baron de Bradsky of Paris lost his 
life and that of his assistant on a trial 
trip with his aeroplane in 1902. 

In the dirigible airships of Lilien- 
thal, Schwartz, Santos-Dumont, Le- 
baudy, McGregor and others, the 
weight of passengers and propelling 
power is sustained by balloons of va- 
rious forms, but usually cigar-shaped. 
Thus far these are the only ones that 
have approximated success in air nav- 
igation. But these machines have 
only made short trips and at infre- 
quent intervals. 

The practical side of this question

“The smallest possible weight of 1 
flying machine, with its necessary fuel 
and engineer, even without freight or 
passengers, could not be less than 
300 or 400 pounds. Now, to complete 
the argument, put these three indis- 
putable facts together: 1. There is 
a low limit of weight, certainly not 
much beyond fifty pounds,. beyond 
which it is impossible for an animal 
to fly. Nature has reached this limit, 
and with her utmost effort has failed 
to pass it. 2. The animal machine is 
far more effective than any we may 
hope to make; therefore the limit of 
the weight of a sucessful flying ma- 
chine cannot be more than fifty 
pounds. 3. The weight of any ma- 
chine constructed for flying, including 
fuel and engineer, cannot be less than 
300 or 400 pounds.

LOS ANGELES SYNDICATE MAY 
PUT ON A LINE. 


— — 


Propose to Organize Company With 
Million Dollars Capital and Com- 


Carrying Trade from Mines Below 
the Border—Support Assured. 


— 


To organize a line of steamers from 
San Pedro Harbor tq Mexican ports is 
the Mea of George’ W. Parsons, the 
mining man. Plans are now on foot 
to form a company with a capital of 
$1,000,000. The steamers will ply be- 
tween Southern Californi. points and 
Mexico. 

Mr. Parsons has had the idea in mind 
for some tiene. He was in town yes- 
terday discussing his plans with sev- 
eral prominent business men. One of 
these said yesterday: 

“Vessel after vessel leaves these 
shores in ballast. All the time there 
is a heavy freight traffic over the Mex- 
ican border. The line of ships pro- 
posed will bring the ore from Mex- 
ican mines up to San Pedro. On their 
return journey they would carry mer- 
chandise ag! machinery to Mexico. 
“Of course, there will be strong op- 
position on the pan of the railroads, 
especially the Southern Pacific. But 
while this opposition might hinder the 
proposed company at San Petro, Mr. 
Huntington's plan to a seaport 
out of Redondo changes the conditions. 
“There is nothing more definite to 
be given out at present, as the plans 
are not mature. But there will be no 
difficulty about securing the capital, as 
Mr. Parson's idea is one that must ap- 
peal strongly to business men.” 

In the Mexican side there is ample 
promise of support to the proposed 
venture Mine owners especially will 
welcome the new transportation line.

Corona shippers report prices fully 
equal to the best quotations for River- 
side fruit, and their output this sea- 
son is recognized as very choice. 

Riverside county has according to 
the assessor's figures, 19,419 bearing 
lemon trees, equivalent to 1200 acres.

SANTA ANA AGREEMENT ON GAS 
AND ELECTRICITY. | 


Municipal Lighting Plant Bond le- 
sue, Long in Litigation, is Ordered 
Canceled—Representatives of the 
Board of Education Ask for More 
Money for Schools. 3 

/ 


SANTA ANA, July. 18-—The City 
Trustees last night adopted a new 
schedule of rates at which gas and 
electricity shall be delivered within the 
city and provided for the cancellation 
of the $60,000 municipal-light-plant 
bond issue, voted more than two years 


ago. 
A communication from W. R. Todd & 


Co. of Cincinnati, the latest bidders for 
the bonds, withdrew their offer as long 
as the iesue is in litigation. The re- 
peated! failures to sell the bonds and 
the numerous sults which they have 
occasioned were the cause of a motion 
which was then introduced and carried, 
instructing the City Attorney to take 
the necessary legal steps to retire the 
entire issue, thus disposing for the 
present of the long-agitated city-light- 


ing plant. 
Follow this the Trustees adopted 
a new ordinance, fixing the rates for 


gas at $1.15 per 1000 cubic feet and for 
electricity at the prevailing Los An- 
geles prices. The ordinance which 
this repeals provided for a rate of $1.25 
per 1000 for gas and electric rates in 
conformity with the Riverside city 
rates. The effect of the new ordinance 
is to reduce the price of gas by 10 
cents per thousand and to raise the 
price of electricity to what it was be- 
fore the city commenced the regulation 
by ordinance of lighting prices. As a 
condition of the adoption of the new 
ordinance, the Edison Gas and Electric 
Company, which enjoys a monopoly of 
the lighting business here, agreed to 
withdraw at once all suits now pend- 
ing against the city in regard to light- 
ing matters. One of these sults was 
directed against the canceled eilectric- 
light plant bond issue and the other 
was brought to invalidate the ‘ordi- 
nance fixing lighting prices. 

The outcome of the situation briefly 
is that the Edison Company has a 
lighting-rate ordinance agreeable to 
its interests and is relieved by the 
withdrawal of the bond issue of the 
possibility of competition from a mu- 
nicipal lighting plant. The city, on the 
other hand. is free from two pending 
lawsuits and has secured from the 
company the tacit acknowledgement of 
the city’s right to fix the rates for gas 
and electricity. 

WANT MORE SCHOOL MONPY. 

John Beatty., Jr., and Hon. John N. 
Anderson of the City Board of Educa- 
tion, appeared before the City Trustees 
last night, asking for the establishment 
of a city school tax for this year of 
66 2-3 cents on each $100 assessed value, 
based on a total Property valuation of 
$3,000,000. Of this rate 90 cents is for 
high school, and 16 2-3 cents for graded 
achool, giving a return of $15,000 for 
the High School and $6000 for the lower 
grades. Last year the appropriation of 
$17,000 wae found inadequate for the 
current expenses, and the increase 
asked for is declared an urgent neces- 
sity. The request was taken under ad- 
visement to the next meeting of the 
Trustees.

Olivas grabbed 
the blade as the assassin tried to strike 
again and his hand was severely 
slashed. He then sank to the ground 
exhaustei. 

The knife wound ie horrible and the 
blade descending slivered the sternum. 
When found the man was weak from

TALK FREEHOLDERS' CHARTER. 

SA "TA MONICA, July 18.—This city 
is to vote in a few days on the an- 
nexation of Irwin Heights and as soon 
as that election is out of the way and 
the city boundary lines shall have been 
expanded the machinery will be set 
in motion for the securing of a free- 
holders’ charter. This means the sub- 
division of the city into wards and 
the territory about to be annexed will 
be included in the new subdivision. 

WOULDN'T RUSH FOR GAS. 

The Citizens’ Committee recently ap- 
pointed to inquire into the feasibility 
and practicability of municipal owner- 
ship for gas last night submitted its 
report t» the City Trustees.

NEW ROUTE FOR FREIGHT. 
The Los Angeles Pacific is preparing 
to abandon its freight trains on Ore- 
gon avenue. Rights-of-way have been 
secured for a new line east through 
the city along the Southern Pacific, as 
far as the brick yards and the work 
of construction is now in prograss. The 
new track leaves the old Santa Fé de- 
pot near Front street and Fifth, crosas- 
ing the arroyo and the Southern Pa- 
cific tracks on a high trestie between 
Fifth and Sixth and dodging under 
the city’s bridge at Seventh street. The 
track will be of both gauges, thus ac- 
commnodating broad-gauge and 
reaching the lumber end brick yard 
districts. The saving of labor in re- 
loading cars will be a big item, as the 
Los Angeles outfall sewer brick can 
be loaded at the yard directly onto 

standard gauge cars.
